Additionally, leadership training workshops, attend building meetings, assist in developing special programs for member 
buildings, and locate expert accountants/lawyers when needed in our efforts to maintain safe, decent, sanitary housing for our 
estimated 20,000 residents. 


Our Annual Benefit Concert for Tenants In Action is an important vehicle in our efforts to develop and maintain our 
advocacy for tenants who live in HUD funded housing. lt is my sincere hope that you will join us by becoming a sponsor for 
this years concern.
